But it is learned 
that there are not enough independent 
Trustees in the company to make such &@ 
move of any practical value if it is un- 
dertaken in opposition to the wishes of 
the management and its followers in the 
board.

GAS CUT TO 80 CENTS 


Continued from Page 1. 
Gunnison issued a statement in which he 


said: 

The Consolidated Company is the larg- 
es~ company operating in New York, and 
on Oct. 31, 1905, had issued and outstand- 
ing $80,000,000 capital stock, and bonds 
and convertible debentures amounting to 
$21,245,000. During the nominal year ended 
on Oct. 31, 1905, it sold to consumers 
13,037,164,550 cubig feet of gas, street 
lamp use 271,199, cubic feet of gas, 
total 13,308,363,773 ‘cubic feet of gas, The 
company received an income from con- 
sumers of $13,012,206.09; from street lamps 
$559,828.11; total, $13,572,029.20. 


Actual Cost Is 60.75 Cents. 


The cost of manufacturing and distrib- 
uting the gas sold to consumers amounts 
to $7,920,077.46, or 60.75 cents per 1,000 
cubic feet, not including fixed charges of 
the company amounting to $936,883.24. 
This cost includes not only the actual re- 
pairs and replacements for the year ended 
on Oct. 81, 1905, but an additional sum 
sufficient to bring the expenditures for 


repairs and replacements to the average 
expenditure by the company for twenty 
yeurs for these items. 

The value of the property of the Con- 
sclidated Gas Company actually employed 

the manufacture and distribution of 
gas on Oct. 31, 1905, did not exceed $30,- 
000,000, 

In allowing a fair return upon the value 
ote property actually employed in the 
geSmaking business, account has been 
taken of the nature and hazard of the 
business and of the return allowed on 
similar investments. 

The commission thinks that 8 per cent. 
is a reasonable return upon the actual 
value of the property owned by the com- 
pany and used in the manufacture and 
Cistribution of gas. It will be remembered 
that this return ig not based upon the 
capitalization of the company, but upon 
the actual capital engaged in the manu- 
facture and distribution of gas, 

It was strenuously urged before the 
commission on behalf of the company that 
the commission should allow the capitali- 
zation of the company’s franchise, as it 
was assessed by the State Board of Tax 
Commissioners at $7,781,000, and upon this 
the company paid a yearly tax, which en- 
titled the company as a matter of law to 
such capitalization. On the evidence be- 
fore the commission it is questionable 
whether the Consolidated Gas Company 
has franchises of any considerable value. 

The commission believes that these 
franchises, granted by the people with- 
out compensation, should not be capital- 
ized against the public, thereby compell- 
ing the public to pay a profit upon the 
value of the favor granted by it. The 
seeming injustice of requiring a corpora- 
tion to pay taxes upon a franchise and at 
the same time refusing to allow the capi- 
talization of that franchise is sophistical, 
not real. The franchise tax is paid by the 
corporation, but charged against the pub- 
lic as an expense of operation, and in 


i reality is therefore paid by the consumer, 


not by the company. 

The Astoria Light, Heat and Power

Unless Legislature Acts Consolidated

Unless the Legislature passes the 
Fighty-Cent Gas bill, the Consolidated 
Gas Company and its subsidiaries proba- 
bly will fight the order of the Gas Com- 
mission in the courts. The companies had 
received official notice of the order 
yesterday.

Naturally, it will take a 
long: time to reach a decision; the case 
couldn't be begun until April, and there 
would be a mass of data and statistics to 
go over.” 

“Is there any possibility of getting an 
injunction to keep the price as at present 
until the court gives its decision?” Mr. 
Mathewson was asked. 

“I can’t say yet whether any such move 
will be made,” he replied. “That is a 
legal question that cannot be settled all 
at once."’

Mr. Townsend then traced the history 
of the resolution, saying that Representa- 
tive Gillespie, Democrat, of Texas, had 
asked for a bituminous coal inquiry; Sen- 
ator Tillman for a general inquiry of the 
railroads and thelr coal dealings, and 
Representative Campbell, Republican, 
Kansas, had solicited an oil inquiry. 

“The committee,” he continued, “ felt 


that as specific charges had been made | 


with reference to the coal and oil fields, 
it was the part of wisdom to have an in- 
vestigation -vith reference to those prod- 
ucts. The Inter-State Commerce, Com- 
mission is intrusted with this investiga- 
tion because the nature of its duty places 
the information entirely within its grasp. 


“It is alleged on what seems good au- 
thority that when the roads themselves 
do not own the coal mines and the coal 
they carry, their officers, or men allied 
with them, do control an interest in 
these mines. I contend that it is against 
public policy for any public carrier to 
become a dealer in the products which 
it hauls.” 

“Is this investigation simply into trans- 

rtation or is it a general investigation 
nto trusts and combinations?” asked 
Mr. Crumpacker of Indiana.

Is to be Continued. 


Lancia and his mechanician, Battesta, 
; Who was injured in the Cuban road race, 
| will sail for Europe to-day on the steam- 
ship St. Paul. The 100 horse power Fiat 
car that Lancia used in the Ormond and 
| Cuban races was shipped aboard the 
| Steamer yesterday afternoon. Battesta 
jhas not fully recovered from his injuries 
| caused by being hurled from Lancla’s 
}car. He is able to walk, although he was 
j limping badly yesterday. Cedrino, who 
pwes thrown from his Fiat in the race, 
}returned to the city with Lancia early in 
| the week. He was not hurt as badly as 
| Battesta, but it will be some time before 
| he will be able to drive a machine with his 
usual skill. 

Lancia will be seen here again in the 
Vanderbilt Cup race. A. R. Hollander of 
the Hol-Tan Company, the American 
agents for the Fiat cars, confirmed this 
yesterday. Mr. Hollander also said that 
Nazzaro would come over, bringing a new 
Fiat racing car, and that a third Italian 
racing automobilist would accompany the 
| party. 

“I am very glad that I will have a 
chance to try for the Vanderbilt Cup 
again,” said Lancia yesterday. ‘*‘My new

POLICEMAN CODY FAINTS. 
AT CLAICHE INQUIRY) 


Before Bingham to Deny Remark 
About Another Patrolman, 


IT CONCERNED THE MURDER). 


Two Witnesses Swear Cody Made It— 
| Morton Oeniles Getting Letters 


from Gerdron’s Slayer.

| Policeman Edward T. Cody, 
| put on trial before Police Commissioner 
Bingham yesterday on the charge that he 
had made false statements in connection 
with the case of Berthe Claiche, whose 
trial for the murder of Emil Gerdron will 
be resumed on Monday, collapsed at the 
morning examination, and an adjourn- 
ment was taken until afternoon. Cody 
remarked to his counsel that he felt faint, 
and before assistance could reach him fell 
to the floor. He was carried from the 
trial room at Police Headquarters and at- 
tended by Police Surgeon Donovan. 

The remarks attributed to Cody are al- 
leged to have been made to Policemen 
| Billafer and Martino of the West Thir- 
tieth Street Station subsequent to the 
shooting of Gerdron last July. In these 
remarks It ts alleged that Cody re- 
ferred to another policeman as being in- 
terested in Berthe Claiche. , One of the 
theories of the prosecution in the wo- 
man’s trial is that a policeman instigated 
the killing of Gerdron. Cody, when ex- 
amined at the District Attorney's of- 
| fice, denied making the remarks attrib- 
uted to him. Mr. Jerome is said to 
have suggested his trial with a view to 
bringing out the facts of the case. 

Assistant District Attorney Ely, who 
has charge of the prosecution of the ac- 
cused woman before Supreme Court Jus- 
tice Davis, appeared the representa- 
tive of the Police Department yesterday. 
| Cody had retained Black, Olcott, Gruber 
| & Bonynge as his counsel, and their rep- 
resentative asked for an adjournment 
when the case was called. Gen. Bingham 
refused to grant it, and the case was 
ordered to go on. 

Cody was identified by Policemen Billa- 
fer 
called to deny that he 
statements attributed to 
being questioned by Mr. 
fainted. The case was then adjourned 
until 2 o’clock, and all those connected 
with it were ordered to return at that 
hour. 

When the trial was resumed, Deputy 
| Commissioner Mack 
| Gen. Bingham, while Thomas W. Church- 
ill, ex-Deputy Fire Commissioner, ap- 
peared in Cody’s behalf. Cody was very 
palo when he entered the trial room, and 


jsank weakly into an armchair. Mr. 
| Churchill made several objections to cén- 
tinuing the case, but was overruled by 
| Gen, Bingham. Mr. Churchill declared 
that the Commissioner was prejudiced 
against Cody. Gen. Bingham replied that 
he would be glad to have Mr. Mack take 
| his place. 

“You wouldn’t want to swap horses 
wii.e crossing a stream, would you?” 
inquired Mr. Churchill, who asked that a 
surgeon be called to examine Cody to find 
out if he was in a condition to proceed 
with the trial. Gen. Bingham replied that 
a police surgeon had already reported that 
Cody could go on with the case without 
injuring his health, Gen. Bingham also 
refused to allow Cody’s personal physician 
to be called.

The sneers at indifference, 
the heaped up insults and abuse on a nation which 
will not rise to the new gospel, stamp upon the whole 
mournful volume the consciousness of failure.” In 
Watson and Yeats and George Russell Mr. Master- 
man finds comfort from the clatter and dust and 
brutality of Kipling and Henley.

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denunciation by which his “ Leaves of 
Grass" were blown about, confidently 
declared, “I am willing to wait to be 
understood by the growth of the taste 
of myself,” he proved a clearer-sighted 
seer than even he probably knew at the time. It is 
difficult for the present generation, which respects 
Whitman's motive and concedes the integrity of his 
philosophy, to understand the moral cataclysm it 
produced in its own day and the ridicule with which 
the press greeted its apparently formless lines and 
self-cadenced metres. Moreover, its first egotistical 
note— 
I celebrate myself, my 
And what I assume you shall assume, 
seemed to a complacent public, hitherto untroubled 
by his existence, the limit of audacity and imperti- 
nence. Americans have never been discoverers, in 
the matter of literary perception, ahd if France had 
to quicken our dull hearing to the eerle magic of Poe, 
{it is small wonder if the rugged lines of Whitman, 
with their audacious message, nonplused us, until 
England came to the rescue and proclaimed the man. 
To be sure Emerson at the outset furnished the 
one great exception to our national hesitancy, a 
courage which afterward cost him dearly, but Emer- 
son had often misplaced halos, and the conservative 
were skeptical; a skepticism which appeared well 
grounded when Emerson inclined to show the white 
feather at finding himself, upon the publication of 
his congratulatory letter, made publie sponsor for 
Whitman’s ideas. While the consensus of evidence 
seems to show that Emerson never changed his first 
estimate of Whitman's work In itself as “the most 
extraordinary piece of wit and wisdom that America 
has yet contributed,” it remains an inexplicable 
mystery that, having penetrated by one flash of in- 
sight to the spirit of Whitman's message and antici- 
pated unerringly his career, he should for a moment 
have weakened. at the notoriety which was thrust 
upon him by the ill-advised publication of his letter. 
All this is wide of the present mark, but only by a 
backward glance may one see what Whitman's phi- 
losophy has had to surmount and how rapidly in our 
own day he has come into his own, and the publica- 
tion almost simultaneously of two important books 
upon him, while two others by well-known American 
writers are preparing, emphasizes this altered atti- 
tude of _the public mind. : 
The earlier volume in date of publication is that 
of Mr. Henry Bryan Binns, whose life of Whitman 
is written from an English point of view. The 
second volume, “With Walt Whitman in Camden,” 
a diary record of conversations with the poet kept by 
Mr. Horace Traubel, one of his literary executors 
and for many years a near neighbor and friend, is 
a book of so intimate a character and admits one so 
directly to the presence of Whitman that one can 
only apply to it the latter’s own words in relation 
to his work—‘“ This is no book; who touches this, 
touches a man.” 


One sees Whitman sitting in his lit- 
tle house on Mickle Street, in Camden, 
in a belittered room, upon whose chaos 
of books, papers, and letters his 
methodical housekeeper made a daily 
onslaught and retired, worsted, and upon this scene, 
without introduction or comment, we lift the latch 
and enter. “At Walt’s this evening,” is Mr. Trau- 
bel’s way of making connection, and then the electric 
current flows. Indeed, so completely has Mr. Trau- 
bel left Whitman to do the talking that a few pages 
of the five hundred would hold his own interpola- 
tions, and yet there is no lack of clearness in the set- 
ting and the conversations have all the spontaneity 
of speech, being rendered in Whitman's exact words, 
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with no attempt to dress them up in lit- 

erary foshion, It is the more remarkable, 
therefore, In view of the fact that 
Mr. Traubel seems to have recorded 
Practically all that Whitman said in 
their daily interviews, that so little 
of an inconsequential nature should 
appear, and that chance conversation 
should be so racy, keen, and for- 
cible, and betray es richly furnished a 
mind and such an acute critical sense as 
this book displays. 

The opinion is more or less _general 
that Whitman, from his disregard ) of po- 
etic conventions and his inveighing 
against Uterature for its own sake, was 
comparatively ignorant of it, a fallacy 
which it needs but a few pages of this 
volume to disprove. Indeed, if any sur- 
prise awaits even a Whitman student 
from Mr. Traubel’s book, it is of the 
breadth of Whitman’s literary knowledge 
and his remarkable power of criticism— 
an X-ray faculty which could not only 
penetrate instantly all superfluous tissue 
of a man’s work, but focus a heat upon it 
which would burn through such tisgue to 
the very marrow. Few important writers 
of Whitman’s day on either side the At- 
lantic but were discussed by him in the 
course of these conversations, and a men- 
tion was often sufficient to crystallize 
their characteristics, as when he says of 
such poet-stylists as Mr. Aldrich, “ they 
run a few temporary errands, but they 
are not out for immortal service.” This 
criticism might, if one had not read Mr. 
Traubel’s book, argue a lack in Whit- 
man of the finer appreciation of beauty, 
but the reverse is the case, only beauty 
must justify itself. For illustration, he 
was a constant reader of Heine, and 
missed none of the subtle delicacy: 
“Heine is good for almost any one of 
my moods,” he used to say, but he felt 
the heartbeat in Heine, the pulsing of 
quick life through every line.

But it is of Whitman's early friends 
and champions that one gets the most

The whole Emerson involvement, 
previously referred to, is disentan- 
gled as clearlg as it will probably ever 
be. So much has been written of the 
February day in which Emerson and 
Whitmar paced back and forth for hours 
on the “ Long Walk” of Boston Common 


while Emerson labored with Whitman to 
expurgate the “ Leaves,” that Whitman’s 
own account of the matter is valuable, 
and, according to his version of the case, 
“ Emerson's objection to the outcast pas- 
sages in ‘Leaves of Grass’ was neither 
moral nor literary, but was given with 
an eye to my worldty success. He be- 
lieved the book would sell—said that the 
american people should know the book; 
yes, would know it but for its sex handi- 
cap; and he thought he saw the way to 
accomplish what he called ‘ the desirable 
end.’ He did not say I should drop & 
single line—he did not put it that way at 
all; he asked me whether I could consent 
to eliminate certain popularly objection- 
able poems and passages. Emerson's po- 
sition has been misunderstood; he of- 
fered absolutely no spiritual argument 
against the book exactly as it stood. Give 
it a chance to be seen; give the people a 
chance to want to see it—that was the 
gist of his contention. If there was any 
weakness in his position it was in his 
idea that the particular poems could be 
dropped and the ‘Leaves’ remain the 
‘Leaves’ still; he did not see the. sig- 
nificance of the sex element as I had put 
it into the book and resolutely there stuck 
to it—he did not see that if I cut sex out 
I might as well ‘have cut everything out, 
the full scheme would no longer exist, it 
would have been violated in its most sen- 
sitive spot.” 

In spite of Whitman's tenacity of con- 
viction with Emerson, he did make a re- 
luctant concession to his friend, William 
M. Rossetti, when his English fame had 
outstripped his American, to edit the 
“Leaves” in accordance with the taste 
of more delicate English palates, and this 
edition remained for many years the only 
one published in England, though all his 
first English admirers, Tennyson, Lord 
Houghton, Symonds, Dowden, Rossettt, 
Robert Buchanan, John Morley, Edmund 
Gosse, Edward Carpenter, and others, 
from all of whom interesting and char- 
acteristic letters appear in Mr. Trau- 
bel’s volume, had first read Whitman 
in the original and sent directly to him 
for the successive editions of “ Leaves 
of Grass” as they appeared. 

Since we have glanced at his rejection 
of Emerson's advice, it is interesting to 
know that he repented of his concession 
to Rossetti: “ Rossettl said expurgate 
and I yielded. Rossetti was honest, I was 
honest—we both made a mistake. It is 
damnable and vulgar—the mere suggestion 
is an outrage. Expurgation fs apology— 
yes, surrender—yes, an admission that 
something or other was wrong. Emerson 
said expurgate—I said, no, no. I have 
lived to regret my Rossetti] yes—I have 
not lived to regret my Emerson no.”

gives in detail the history of Whitman's 
English reputation and of those friend- 
ships which are so delightfully comment- 


ed upon by Whitman himself in Mr. Trau- 
bel’s record. | 

Writing, as he does, primarily for his 
own countrymen, Mr. Binns has thought 
it necessary to Place Whitman in his 
Own setting, not only as to habitations, to 
visit which he made a devoted pilgrimage 
to America, but in his national environ- 
ment, and to this end he has thrown his 
picture upon a screen of American his- 
tory, which may give it clearer definition 
to an Englishman, but from its very 
nearness presents a blurred focus to an 
American. The essentially human and 
picturesque elements In Whitman’s ca- 
reer would stand out much more sharply 
in Mr. Binns’s volume if detached from 
the mass of political and historical 
events with which he associates the pvet. 
While Whitman was ardently, aggressive- 
ly an American, it was America by and 
large, the end, the ideal of “ these States ” 
that concerned him, and with the excep- 
tion of his voluntary hospital service dur- 
ing the civil war and his idolatrous love 
of Lincoln, it was always the universal 
and not the particular aspect of things 
that engrossed him. 

But if Mr. Binns inclines to cumber his 
story with history and politics, he re- 
deems himself in the personal quality of 
his feeling for Whitman, and the almost 
loving comprehension with which he ana- 
lyzes every successive step of his devel- 
opment. He gets below the surface of 
Whitman's desultory youth, when, In try- 
ing to find himself, he vacillated from 
one occupation to another and was pop- 
ularly regarded as “lazy” by the rural 
Long Islander, who had no prescience of 
the end to which he “ loafed and invited 
his soul;” and, indeed? as Mr, Binns points 
out, Whitman himself was very dubious 
as to the intention of nature regarding 
him. He felt the inner importunity, but 
his powers of res were still chaotic 
and disorganiaed, and in his uncertainty 
of direction he was led by turns into the

Mr. Binns analyzes a great many of 
Whitman's poems in their symbolical 
sense, but refrains from reading into 
them meanings manifestly not intended, 
for while Whitman constantly uses sym- 
bolism and words in a mystical sense, he 
is never willfully, or even consciously, re- 
condite. It is all plain enough to the 
spiritual mind. “ Passage to India” is 
one of the poems thus interpreted, a poem 
whose mystical purport has often been 
expounded, and one recalls in this con- 
nection that Whitman said to Mr. Traubel 
he had put more of himself, of his real 
self, into “ Passage to India” than in 
anything he had ever written. 

It would be idle in a few sentences to 
attempt to summarize what Mr. Binns 
has given several chapters of his book to 
developing, and what, indeed, furnished 
the keynote to all his study of Whitman, 
and while he may at times cumber his 
subject with an over-analytical minute- 
ness, he has in the main given a very 
luminous study to Whitman of the spir- 
itual side, and not least commendable is 
his rational treatment of the usually for- 
bidden phases of Whitman’s philosophy. 
The poet’s work is, indeed, vindicated 
simply and naturally by Mr. Binns, with 
no violence of argument, and It is a pleas- 
ure to acknowledge the fine quality of 
spirit which he displays.

description as are the other volumes of 
the series. It is probably unavoidable 
that an account of the life of the Fili- 
pinos -to-<day should be largely a plea 
either for or against present conditions. 
The illustrations are few but yood. 

The other volume of the series is *“* Aus- 
tralian Life in Town and Country,” and 
is by E. C. Buley. To cover the island 
continent in a single little volume is as 
impossible as to write a single descrip- 
jon of an American household, and ex- 
pect it to apply to all parts of the United 
States. The author, therefore, promptly 
gives up the pretext of describing ‘* Aus- 
tralian life”’ and gives us descriptions of 
mining in West Australia, a few views of 
“the bush,” and accounts of certain 
phases of living. Here is an unexpected 
view of the Australian ‘* populace 

As for the workingman, he Is little trou- 
bled by social distinction of any kind. 
His relations with his employer do not 
call for any show of deference. His in- 
terest in politics occasionally brings him 
into touch with the movements of “ soc!- 
ety’ after a fashion that arouses a curi- 
ous resentment in him. It will be diffi- 
cult for any one who has never lived in 
Australia to understand how keenly the 
people dislike the acceptance by one of 
their popular politicians of the knight- 
hood and decorations sometimes proffered 
as an honor by the imperial Government. 
The Australian politician who refuses 
such honors renews the trust of the peo- 
ple im himself and incidentally deprives 
his wife of an attribute of a mean value 
in society. 

The growth and development of Austra- 
lia ought to be an interesting study to 
Ameritans. We were too busily engaged 
in growing to see how we did it, but we 
are old enough now to watch Australia.

OT so truthfully as once can it now be

VROUW GRORBELAAR, and Her Leading

HE VROUW GROBELAAR was a 
lady of wealth and of importance 
among the South African Dutch 

Spacious of figure was she and wise of 
head, although she had never troubled 
herself with the arts of reading and writ- 
ing. She had buried three husbands and 
was surrounded by nephews, nieces, and 
“a litter of grandchildren.” To Katja 
her niece, and to Katje’s lover Vrouw 
Grobelaar tells the seventeen stories of 
Mr. Gibbon's volume. 

They are all illustrative of the traits, 
the superstitions, and the lives of the 
Boers, and are therefore of peculiar in- 
terest as gatherings from a field little 
reaped by romanccrs. 

In the light they throw upon a unique 
people, the Vrouw Grobelaar’s leading 
cases are worthy of careful reading. They 
are full of informing hints as to the Dutch 
of the Transvaal, their attitude toward 
the Kaffirs, thelr mingled superstitions 
and piety, their courage and obstinacy. 

They are told in excellent English, 
which has, nevertheless, a fascinating 
tinge of foreignness. The autbor and 
the Vrouw Grobelaar have a fine sense 
of humor, and a deft and delightful way 
of putting things. But it is to be re 
gretted that few of the tales are any- 
thing less than the most gruesome trag- 
edies. One feels especially the dreadful- 
ness of life menaced always by a popula- 
tion with the passions of beasts and the 
cruelty of savages. One sees, too, how 
such a population is not only a perpetual 
terror, but a perpetual degradation to its 
white masters, educating them in tyr- 
anny, calling out the lowest that is in 
them. Still, as life in Vrouw Grobelaar’s 
homestead had certainly a lightsome side, 
one wishes she had put more cheer into 
her tales of the farmers of the veldt. 
They are almost unrelaxing in their 
grimness. 

We are sure she must have a goodly 
store of leading cases still in her réper- 
toire to impress the counsel and reproof 
she loves to bestow upon her family, and 
we await with impatience a second sup- 
ply with less suggestion of de Maupassant 
and more of Uncle Remus.

the best that came her way, naturally 
taught her the supreme advantage of 
commerce and diplomacy over war. The 
secret to which she owed her power, 


grandeur, and beauty she never imparted 
to another. The velvet glove that coy- 
ered her iron hand retained its form long 
after the hand itself had turned to rust. 
For more than a thousand years she was 
sufficient unto herself and unto her des- 
tiny—the great clearing house of the 
Middle Ages, the great adapter, applier, 
and modifier of the best that came her 
way. Her life and culture, her ladies 
and her gentlemen, were deemed the most 
exalted. models of excellence. When she 
lost this distinction, nothing remained to 
her but her marble piles and the memory 
of vanished days—her hoardings had been 
spent, her diplomacy exhausted in a vain 
attempt to keep up the delusion before 
th world. Then came Bonaparte, and 
her unique history was ended. 

Venice was never personal in the sense 














that was Ferrara with her Estensi, Flor-

Strictly speaking, Mr. Crawford’s work 
is not a history. Its sub-title, ‘“‘ Gleanings 
from Venetian History,” fully describes 
its character.

earliest legends, Mr. 
himself a most satisfactory guide and au- 
thority. Without asking us to believe too 
much, he preserves a verisimilitude which 
forces the illusion if not the reality itself 
upon us. In ancient times, all Venetian 
lovers were wedded on the anniversary of 
the translation of St. Mark's body. The 
eeremony took place in the saint's cathe- 
dral, whither came the brides bringing 
their dowries. On one occasion (at some 
indefinite time in the middle of the tenth 
century) a band of Istrian pirates who 
had heard ef this custom stealthily pene- 
trated the lagoons and, in early morning, 
entered the cathedral and carried away 
brides and dowers. The bridegrooms 
armed themselves and entered their boats, 
which they rowed swiftly, and, the wind 
dropping, they overtook the Istrians and 
fought them until there was not a pirate 
left alive and the brides had all been res- 
cued. Few of the Venetians were injured; 
“ red-handed and victorious they brought 
their brides back to land and married 
them before the sun marked noon.” 

If our author gives us legends similar 


h to the above without much serious phi- 


losophizing, he treats differently those 
stories approaching nearer to historical 
fact which mark the decline of the re- 
public. When Venice had existed for 900 
years a8 an independen State, the ma- 
chinery of her Government, fashioned for 
another age and incapable of further 
modification, was beginning to wear out. 
War threatened her from the most pro- 
nounced Catholic States of Europe, who 
made a merit of the accusation that she 
had become too obliging to Protestants. 
Her Ambassadors abroad began to lose 
faith in the home Government. ‘The 
Doges became the mere puppets of fight- 
ing factions, and the factions were ready 
to have the State pay almost any price, 
suffer almost any humiliation, so long as 
they themselves were not disturbed in 
their frivolities. With a vivid picture of 
Venice in decay exposed before the read- 
er, Mr. Crawford closes with a series of 
echapters which to many. will prove the 
most fascinating of ah—"The Last 
Homes,” “ The Last Great Lady,” ‘“* The 
Last Fairs,” “The Last Carnivals,” “* The 
Last Magistrates,” “The Last Sbirri," 
“The Last Doges, “The Last Diplo- 
mats,” and finally, “‘The Last Hour,” 
when Bonaparte appears upon the scene.

The ap- 
parent cruelty and carelessness of life 
identified with Venetian institutions are 
noticeable in the Mediaeval Age not from 
the fact that these things were more no- 
torious in Venice than elsewhere, but be- 
cause, owing to the archives of State, 
they are more accessible to the historian. 
Mr. Crawford brings out into fine relief 
the independence of the Venetian Church 
and the Venetian State’s tolerance of re- 
ligious Mberty—at a time when Spain was 
torturing “heretics” and Germany was 
butchering Catholics. He does propor- 
tionate justice to that fine old monk, Fra 
Paolo Sarpi, who did so much to maintain 
the dignity of the State against the Vati- 
can, but who, by certain writers, has been 
praised for having Protestant affinities 
he did not possess. Moreover, our author 
relegates to his true position that rene- 
gade monk and pseudo-philosopher, Gior- 
Gano Bruno, whose memory is even now 
so “dear to Englishmen who have never 
read the very scarce volume of his insaife 
and filthy writings,” 

It Is possible that students of history 
may censure the author of “ Salve Vene- 
tia’ for not giving more serious attention 
to the great international events—wars 
and treaties—in which Venice was con- 
cerned, notably that at the beginning of 
the sixteenth century, when she faced a 
coalition madé up of a Pope, an Emperor, 
two Kings, and the Dukes and Princes of 
Northern Italy. But these are events im- 
portant only in their results. ‘Their de- 
tails would add little to a work such as 
Mr. Crawford's aims to be. 

One word about Mr. Pennell’s illustra- 
tions: His pen-and-ink outline werk, 
which he chiefly employs where it is his 
desire to give sunlight and expanse to 
broad surfaces or a dainty suggestion of 
architectural detail to walls, is extremely 
successful.

A French Art Writer On the Palace, 
Its Treasures and Its History.*

| BERTRAND is a writer on 
i subjects of art. He justi- 
fies, by his own views, the 
remark he makes about 
“le goat francais.” “ S’il 
est des supériorités qui 
risquent de ne plus nous revenir, celle- 
JA nous reste, incontestée.” He enter- 
tains ideas about the castle, and ex- 
poses them. He wants the huge and 
empty building turned into a real na- 
tional museum. One portion would be 
devoted to French history, and not 
confined, as it is now, to military his- 
tory alone. Another would be a mu- 
seum of the decorative arts. He re- 
marks that the eighteenth and seven- 
teenth century furniture, tapestry, and 
frescoes, now scattered everywhere in 
inappropriate places, would be in their 
proper setting if collected in the palace 
for which they were originally intend- 
ed. He sets out his plea with good 
judgment and taste; and he is free 
from the violent prejudices which af- 
flict so many writers on the subject of 
art. The demands he makes are mod- 
erate, and one is surprised that some of 
his suggestions have not already been 
carried out. He wants the gilded 
bronze trophies restored to the walis of 
the palace to relieve that bare surface; 
the look of barracks would disappear. 
He wants the clumps of trees cut down 
that now block the long vistas from the 
main terrace; above all, he wants those 
clumsy equestrian statues that deface 
the court of honor, the main approach, 
removed, Anybody who has visited 
Versailles can think in a moment what 
improvements these small changes 
would be. Those ugly equestrian stat- 
ues are typical of what has happened 
to the palace since it ceased to be a 
place of residence. The July monarchy 
erected them; they were statues of its 
heroes. These did not suit the Second 
Empire. So it decapitated the statues 
and put on new heads, the heads of its 
own heroes, 

M. Bertrand writes on Versailles as it 
ought to be. But the greater portion 
of his book is on Versailles as it was. 
Every ruler of France seems to make a 
characteristic appearance there, and 
M. Bertrand presumes he can read their 
true history in their buildings. Of 
course, the history of the palace is the 
history of the Bourbons. It is now 
well known that Versailles is not only 
@ monument of their vanity and of the 
oppression of their subjects. It is an 
instrument of their centralizing policy. 
In that city of stone, large enough to 
house 10,000 people, they collected and 
bound the provincial nobility. Rebel- 
lion ceases with the building of the 
palace, and its price, 20,000,000 ster- 
ling, was not too much to pay for na- 
tional unity. But Louis XIV. appears 
very different from the conventional 
Louis—that dry, narrow, obstinate gen- 
tleman, perched on high heels, and sac- 
rificing his people to his whims. He is 
rather like some millionaire, working 
hard and playing hard; with plenty of 
money and determined to have the best 
of everything while he fas it, but cut- 
ting down expenses in bad times; with 
a few expensive tastes, like building 
and horses, but justified, after the hard 
work he has done, in indulging them; a 
vast eater~and a bold horseman, com- 
pelled by the magnitude of his inter- 
ests to be systematic in everything, 
even his relaxations, for what is eti- 
quette but an attempt to introduce or- 
der into them? Louis XV. is not a de- 
bauched monster; he is a very bored 
and rather clever man. He ts so bored 
that he tries to get some fun out of a 
nocturnal expedition on the palace 
roof. He is never content, always 
changing and rechanging the build- 
ings. He cut up his predecessor's mag- 
nificent and stately apartments into 
small and very luxurious chambers. To 
make things more convenient he de- 
stroys the Ambassador's staircase, the 
great ornament of the earth, the reful- 
gent staircase up which dazzled visit- 
ors were led to the foot of the King’s 
throne. This act is symbolical. He 
sacrificed one wing of the palace to his 
pleasure. Marie Antoinette does the 
same to the other half, and turns the 
grand monarch’s antechamber into cozy 


little rooms for herself and her friends, 


Napoleon's sweeping glance. He pierces 
it with an epigram, then thinks the 
palace might suit him, and orders re- 
ports and estimates. But the price of 
restoring it staggers him. He flings 
the idea aside and consoles himself for 
his disappointment with some wither- 
ing abuse. The Revolution had stripped 
it bare. Jverything was sold, and sold 
for a trifle—the table and balustrades 
of carved silver, the gilded bronzes, the 
paintings brought from all parts of the 
world, the crystal chandeliers, the tap- 
estries and the curtains, some of which, 
in the seventeenth century, had cost 
£400. So large was the spoil that the 
Convention, though it employed a com- 
pany of auctioneers, took nearly a 
whole year to effect the sale. A kind 
of catalogue still exists, to bring tears 
to the eye of connoisseurs. This bar- 
barism is a good example of their 
wasteful and insane finances. The pro- 
ceeds of this destruction were very 
small, a sop instantly devoured by the 
insatiable Treasury. Napoleon makes 
a strong allusion to Versailles at St. 
Helena. It is one of the fantastic, al- 
most monstrous, dreams with which he 
tried to cheat his enforced inactivity. 
He said it had been his idea to build in 
the gardens

Louis Philippe took a family view of 
Versailles, Like a good burgess, he 
thought it would be rather a nice place 
for his boys. 
immense spaces of canvas covered, by 
order, and presumably at wholesale 
prices, with pictures of those fat, dull 
youths and their victories over Alge- 
rian brigands. Those acres of battle- 
pieces, before which even the tourist 
succumbs, are his. To make room for 
them he outdid even the vandalism of 
the Revolution He removed the paint- 
ed frescoes, the carved wainscots, the 
gilded pilasters, the panels of colored 
marble and carved ebony, the gilded 
doors, the forged iron gates, all the 
decorations of a palace, when even the 
door handles had been designed by art- 
ists. The final scene at Versailles is 
the most tragic. Under the very ceil- 
ing of Le Brun, in which glory crowns 
Louis XIV. and the German eagle sits 
“on a bare tree, screaming with de- 
spair and beating kis wings,”” William 
of Prussia was proclaimed Emperor of 
Germany.

STORIES OF ISRAEL. 


NDBR the name “A Renegade and 
Other Tales,” the Jewish Publica- 
tion Society of America issues this 

volume of short stories by Martha Wolf- 
enstein, author of “Idyls of the Gass.” 
The stories have already appeared sep- 
arately in different periodicals, and many 
of them show a considerable dramatic 
power; all have a certain flaver which 
we must suppose to be characteristic of 
the Jewries of Eastern Europe. Emotion- 
ally these populations—as is the case with 
suppressed peoples generally—seem to live 
keyed very close to the breaking point— 
the breaking point that fs, for tears and 
exclamation—and the effect in literary 
expression is too often that of hysteria, 
especially in a time when the Western 
world, at least in cities, has divorced it- 
self pretty well from emotional religion. 
These stories, however, dealing with 
strange men and women dwelling in 
strange places, bearing strange names, 
stirred by strange feelings—yet very plain- 
ly human—are not without fascination. 
Moreover, they are not (as most such sto- 
ries_are) without a certain humorous side 
ranging ali the way from tender to grim. 

Two especially good ones among them 
in this aspect are those entitled respec- 
tively “David and Resel” and “A Sin- 
ner in Israel." The first is an idyl of 
two young persons who were married 
by family arrangement and learned to 
know the softness of each other's hearts 
over a pot of burned soup of the bride's 
making. The second relates to a wicked 
fellow who has served as a soldier and 
learned to eat all manner of uncleanness 
—all t salt pork. This he demanded 
upon what the pious bystanders supposed 
to be his deathbed—obtained it, and 
lived.

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NEW SCIENCE OF SOCIAL ECONOMY. 


Dr. Edward T. Devine’s School of Philanthropy Lecture on 
“ Efficiency and Relief.” 


OCIAL Economy is, we be- 
lieve, the latest of the 
forms of study of the life 
of men together. It is, at 
least, the latest to take its 
place in the rich and ya- 

ried programme of Columbia Univer- 
sity, and as that energetic institution, 
or congeries of institutions, has its 
home in the largest city of the conti- 
nent, there will be a good field for both 
students and teachers. The distinction 
between these two classes is, to be sure, 
far from as sharp as it seems to the 
outside world, for the latter, if at all 
inspired by the true purpose of their 
calling, never cease to study. In what 
it is permissible to call the new science, 
the incentive and the need for study on 
the part of those engaged as instruc- 
tors are constant and progressive. 

It is significant that the first lecture 
of the course in “ social economy” was 
delivered at the School of Philanthropy 
by Dr. Edward T. Devine, the Director 
of the latter. The School of Philan- 
thropy is well established undér an en- 
dowment by Mr. John S&S. Kennedy, 
while the Chair 6f Social Economy has 
just been founded by Mr. Jacob H. 
Schiff. The reputation of these two 
gentlemen and the record of their help- 
ful work indicate plainly enough the 
elements the two schemes of instruc- 
tion have in common, but naturally the 
Chair of Social Economy is designed for 
a broader view of the subjects which 
the School of Philanthropy approaches 
from the more definitely practical side. 
Roughly speaking, though really it is 
speaking too roughly, one undertakes 
the methods, the other the principles. 
Dr. Devine’s lecture has been published 
by the Columbia University Press, the 
Macmillan Company, agents, under the 
title “Efficiency and Relief. A Pro- 
gramme of Social Work.” For the 
general reader the title does not seem 
very happy, though the sub-title helps 
it out somewhat, and Dr. Devine’s 
well-established reputation for sound 
and enlightening discussion of his spe- 
cilalty will doubtless be adequate to 
bring the little volume to the attention 
of a wide circle of interested readers. 
We venture to predict that all who get 
to read it at all will be interested read- 
ers. 

The doctor does not offer a specific 
definition of his science, and in the ref- 
erences he makes to its scope and pur- 
pose it is noteworthy that action is 
more conspicuous than _ theorizing. 
Here, for instance, are the two “ prob- 
lems” which present themselves to his 
mind: “ The first is the increase in the 
industrial efficiency of the individual, 
that those who now fall behind may 
become self-reliant, self-respecting, free 
from unnatural and degrading depend- 
ence upon the labors of others; and the 
second is the problem of the relief of 
those, whether individuals or families 
or whole classes, who have not at the 
moment within themselves sufficient 
wage-earning capacity to maintain an 
acceptable standard of living.”” Later 
he speaks of those who cannot main- 
tain a standard which satisfies the 
public sentiment of the community, 
and again of the “elimination of de- 
pendence.” The range, it will be seen, 
is wide. The task divides itself broadly 
into help, relief, prevention, and obvi- 
ously there is no limit to the studies 
that will contribute to one or other of 
these. The first is by far the easiest. 
The last is the most complex and the 
one as to which generalization must 
prove most risky. But also it is the

the establishment of hospitals even 
more for the study of the cure and pre+ 
vention of disease than for the actual 
practice of medicine and surgery, all 
these are forms of the efforts of society 
to prevent dependence so familiar that 
we do not think of them in their true 
significance. This branch of his sub- 
ject Dr. Devine treats with great clear- 
ness and in admirable temper. He lays 
particular stress on education, and his 
analysis of what education can do and 
what it demands of those engaged in it 
is instructive and inspiriting. 

There are intimations of theory and 
of purpose in Dr. Devine’s lecture at 
which the strict individualist will shy, 
suggestions of regulation and restric- 
tion which may seem to invite worse 
evils than they aim to correct, because 
the agents by which they are to be de- 
vised and enforced are Mable to error 
or worse. But this is a matter that 
cannot be settled in advance. It will 
work itself out, with aberrations un- 
doubtedly and abuses, but in the long 
run with that survival of the fittest 
which is for doctrines as much as for 
men and animais and plants and plan- 
ets. Certainly the fundamental notion 
of the individualist, whether he wishes 
or not, must be subjected to that su- 


preme test.

ITALIAN PENINSULA, 


PEOPLE AND THEIR

N account of the numerous books 
concerning Italy which are con- 
Stantly coming to hand, it is quite 
superfluous to attempt further exposition 
and characterization of the Italian mis- 
sion, particularly in introducing a brief 
notice of a book which concerns purely 
the narrative history of the peninsula. 
Mrs. Augusta Hale Gifford, in the first 
part of her volume of about 800 pages, 
begins with the legendary history of 
Rome, and concludes with the conven- 
tional fall of the Roman Empire in 476 
A. D. In the second part the story is 
continued from Theodoric to Charle- 
magne through the centuries when Italy, 
with its numerous independent 8State- 
cities, was contended for by the Empire 
of the North and the Vatican, down to 
the beginning; of Italian unification and 
so on to contemporary United Italy. 

The book is frankly for the general 
reader. It is for the most part drawn 
from the sources employed by the old 
school of historians, who accepted sculp- 
tured inscriptions and manuscripts at 
their face value. It, however, is well-in- 
tentioned and cannot fail to interest 
those who would like to learn more of 
Italy than is to be found in school Ro-

packed histories called by educational 
publishing houses “universal.” Mrs. 
Gifford follows the conventional method 
in devoting only about fifty pages to 
the so-called “Dark Ages,” and these 
pages, as might be expected, are prin- 
cipally confined to the exaltation of a 
few luminous names without making any 
attempt to describe the environment of 
the personages who bore them or to show 
the stupendous error of their popular 
classification. From the fifth to the fif- 
teenth century Italy was not “ dark,” 
but in a state of turbulent transitjon and 
eager individual expression, a thorough 
comprehension of which is absolutely 
necessary for an understanding of the 
Italian Renaissance. The glass blowers 
and lacemakers of Venice, the armorers 
of Florence and Siena, the first students 
of the University of Bologna did not live 
in a dark age. And, as for modern 
Italy, we might go further and say that 
the nation brought into existence by Vic- 
tor,Emmanuel II., Cavour, Garibaldi, and 
Mazzini is a nation entirely new, the 
result of thé French Revolution rather 
than the centralizing evolution of inde- 
pendent kingdoms, principalities, and 
dukedoms. The work that has been re- 
cently done to rewrite the history of 
Italian Middle Ages through a series of 
monographs dealing with the various 
Italian States, and the -importance of 
these monographs, are apparently un- 
known to the author. 

It is unprofitable, however, to split hairs 
On account of a popular history for sup- 
plementary school or home consumption. 
Mrs. Gifford is at least to be congratu- 
lated that she has made a readable vol- 
ume which may at least stimulate further 
and more specialized investigation of the 
general subject. In the latter part, writ- 
ten in Italy and under the direct influ- 
ence of contemporaneous conditions, she 
very often succeeds in giving us observa- 
tions and impressions which bring her 
narrative to a commendable, authorita- 
tive, and vital end.

Euripides. In the introductjon to the 
French edition of the book, the late Prof. 
Decharme outlined the scope of the vol- 
ume, writing: 

Euripides was a philosopher and a 
critic—a remark that has often been re- 
peated since ancient times. I have ques- 
tioned this philosopher, this critic, curious- 
ly and insistently, in an effort to make 
him say what he thought of nature, of 
religion, of society, of the men and women 
among whom he lived. I have collected 
his statements about these matters, but 
have not striven to coordinate them too 
closely nor yielded too far to the tempta- 
tion to derive from them hard-and-fast 
deductions. * * * In the first part of 
this work, Euripides's critical spirit is 
examined; in the second part his dramatic 
genius is studied. * * * It is not, then, a 
complete study of Euripides’s work as a 
dramatist ‘which I offer to the reader, 
* * * but a study in which preference is 
given to the treatment of those matters 
which appear to be open to controversy. 

The illustrations comprise a photograph 
of the bust of Euripides in the museum at 
Brunswick and three drawings of vase 
paintings.

POLITICAL HISTORY. 


HANDBOOK OF UNITED STATES Po- 
LITICAL HISTORY. For Readers and 
Studenta. Compiled by Malcolm Town- 
send. [lustrated.

HE writer of this volume brought out 

T a book several years ago entitled 
“U. S3—Curlous Facts,” tn which he 

gathered together many whimsical and 
bizarre and some really useful facts. The 
present work is practically a continuation 
and revision of this under a new name. It 
will appeal to those who are looking for 
out-of-the-way information. The author 
tells us the compilation was prompted by 
the inquiries of his sons, and many of the 
questions a boy would be likely to ask 
are answered. 

The publishers’ announcement that it is 
“a carefully compiled and up-to-date pre- 
sentation of every important event in the 
political development of the United 
States” is scarcely warranted. It is next 
to impossible to use a book of this sort 
without a good working index. What are 
we to think of one in which the names of 
Clay, Calhoun, and Webster are not men- 
tioned? “ Railsplitter’ appears, but Lin- 
coln does not figure in it. Bad indexing 
has rendered much of Mr, Townsend's in- 
formation unavailable for that very class 
of busy men for whom he professes to 
write. 

It is more unpleasant to have to record 
that this book has to be used with cau- 
tion. It is by no means always cor- 
rect. Errors of fact are bad in any book, 
but they are particularly so in a work of

reference, loses most of its value 
if the inquirer has to verify the state- 
ments which it makes. 

In the Table of Reigning Monarchs, 
(Page 11,) Edward VL.'s reign is given as 
L47-50. France is said to have ceded 
ina to Spain in 1764, (Page 9.) 
id (Page 14) that New Sweden was 
the Dutch in 1664, and that Eng- 
land lost her colonies “ upon the defeat of 
Cornwallis at Yorktown.” Page 21 tells 
us that in 1835 “‘ Secretary of State Clay 
instructed the United States Minister to 
Mexico to procure from Mexico the re- 
transfer of Texas.” It would have been 
strange indeed had Jackson made Clay 
his Secretary of State. We learn the re- 
markable fact (Page 149) that “in Febru- 
ary, 1866, slavery wag abolished forever 
from the territory of the United States 
by act of Congress.” ‘“‘ The Kansas-Ne- 
braska bill of 1853” is spoken of on 
Page 151. 

The Whigs did not nominate a “con- 
servative Democrat” in 1838, but in 1840, 
(Page 193.) Theodore Stevens was never 
“Senator.” (Page 342.) Garfield was not 
the first President that had made politi- 
cal speeches, (Page 355.) ‘“The President tak- 
ing no action, and letting a bill thereby 
become a law, is called a * pocket veto, 
(Page 262.) This is all wrong. The Wilmot 
Proviso “ was the origin of the doctrine 
of popular sovereignty,” (Page 266.) This is 
untrue. The Wilmot Proviso and the 
doctrine of popular sovereignty were 
directly opposed to each other. 

This hopeless paragraph of bad writing 
and worse history is not representative 
of the whole book, but there are sev 
others like it. 

Later the Republicans and Democrats 
were united in action, receiving the des- 
ignation of Democrat-Republicans, Fed- 
eral Republicans, the party again divid- 
ing into two wings on the general lines 
of strict and loose construction, Jackson 
being elected as an advocate of the for 
mer. His advocates were known as 
“Jackson men,” ar taking the 
name Democrat as p= ty in 1812, at 
the second election ot adison as Presi- 
dent. As a party, it has in fact remained 
almost intact both in form and name 
from the first Presidential election, (1789,) 
being aided by conservatism and a policy 
of negation. 

Mr. Townsend should have taken some 
pains to make his book free from such 
blemishes and errors. They are sure to 
repel intelligent readers.

NEW and “anecdotal” biography 

of David Garrick by Mrs. Clement 
Parsons is announced in London. 
This should be a very interesting and 
popular book. Boaden’s Memoir is no 
longer a very serviceable work, and 
Percy Fitzgerald's “ Life of Garrick" 
has never appeared, we believe, in a 
cheap edition. - Fitzgerald, moreover, 
is not a writer of insight or discretion. 
Garrick represents an epoch in the 
English drama. With him the actor 
assumed a position of comparative im- 
portance in relation to the drama which 
he had never filled before. Betterton, 
Barton Booth, and Quin never so com- 
pletely dominated the theatre as Gar- 
rick did; after his day the author took 
second place, and has rarely been able 
to do better since, Garrick was doubt- 
less a very great actor, though per- 
haps a few of his nineteenth century 
successors surpassed him in the highest 
reaches of poetic tragedy. He was also 
a skillful adapter and compiler of plays, 
an adroit and resourceful manager. 
But he was, above all, an energetic, 
dominant personality. He was the 
whole thing in London theatricals for 
a long while, played havoc with mas- 
terworks, ruthlessly cut and rewrote 
Shakespeare, and acted everything 
from Lear to Harlequin. Materially 
and technically he improved the the- 
atre, and aroused fresh interest in it; 
as an abiding place and medium for 
poets he did much to harm it. It was 
Garrick, not the poet, that counted in 
his day. But he was a wit, a man of 
many friends, of rich experiences, and 
a good new book about him, written 
intelligently, and not in a vein of whin- 
ing laudation and immoderate praise, 
will be most welcome.

We must assume, however, that he 
firmly believes what he writes.

Lord Lovelace, 
by the way, has now entirely suppressed 
the sale of his book in England. It was 
not designed for general circulation. 


F as little positive vatue in clear- 
ing up a historic mystery as 
either Lord Lovelace’s charges against 
Byron or John Murray's refuta- 
tion of them is the letter of the 
Bishop of Meath, Dr. John Evans, to 
Dr. Wake, Archbishop of Canterbury, 
just found among the autograph col- 
lections in Christ Church College, Ox- 
ford, the content of which has been 
cabled to this country. Dr. Evans 
states bluntly that Esther Johnson, 
Swift's Stella, is the daughter of Sir 
William Temple, and that she is the 
wife of Dean Swift. Both statements 
were often made by others. The first 
has been as often refuted. The second 
has never been proved, The mystery 
of Swift's life and Stella’s, of the trag- 
edy of Vanessa, (Miss Vanhomrigh,) 
has not been dispelled by the un- 
earthing of this letter written by an 
enemy of Swift, who was also a rather 
shifty person, and could have possessed 
no larger knowledge of Swift's private 
affairs than many other persons in 
England and Ireland at that time. 
Swift and Esther Johnson never dwelt 
together as man and wife. The lady 
lived and died as a spinster. Swift's 
inimitable “ Journal to Stella” will still 
be read with delight for its revelation 
of the man, his wit and wisdom, his 
observation, his sentiment, his selfish- 
ness, his little meannesses, but with no 
larger knowledge of any hidden mean- 
ing in its pages than the world pos- 
sessed before Dr. Evans's letter was 
brought to light.

The Pay of College Teachers. 

An article deserving wider circulation 
than it has thus far obtained is Elfrieda 
H. Pope's “ What the University Loses 
by Underpaying [Its Instructors,” printed 
in The Educational Review for January. 
The article is not a complaint; it is too 
much lacking in the personal note to be a 
complaint. It is a setting forth of the 
reasons why college teachers should be 
better paid, with especial reference to the 
institution’s side. The arguments of the 
teacher are presented clearly, and the re- 
flex action on the college of the teach- 
ers’ underpayment is indicated with pre- 
cision. ‘She author admits that on the 
principle of supply and demand it may 
be right that the instruetor be paid as lit- 
tle as he will come for, but urges: “ This 
is the principle of the sweatshop. It is 
the same selfish and shortsighted policy 
of spending as little as possible imme- 
diately, no matter what the final cost in 
money or reputation may be that causes 
municipalities to refuse the immediate 
expense for filtration plants, and allow 
contaminated water to carry away many 
valuable lives every year.” And she 
closes with the pertinent question: “‘ Shall 
our universities, too, stand for sweatshop 
systems and for deplorable shortsighted- 
ness?" 
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The Cure of Pneumonia. 


Much has been said of late concerning 
the fresh-air treatment for pneumonia, 
and pictures purporting to show hospital 
wards maintained on the roofs of build- 
ings have been published far and wide. 
The treatment was begun by Dr. Morris 
Brinkman of this city some twelve or more 
years ago. Since he first used it, not a 
death has occurred from. pneumonia in 
his practice! The importance of the 
change in treatment made by him is thus 
very obvious. The article in which he de- 
scribed the treatment and the reasons 
which led him to adopt it was published 
in a medical paper two years ago; it has 
now been republished, with revisions, 
(Herold Betts, Box 312, Madison Square, 
New York, 25c) and any person,. physi- 
cian or layman, interested in noting a 
powerful weapon against the Winter 
plague of this country showld obtain a 
copy.

steadily growing tendency to drop his 
affectations and to bring his epigram- 
matic brilliancy into proper subordina- 
tion without at all eliminating it. This 
is especially noticeable in his most re- 
cent novel, and, for that reason, “ The 
Angel of Pain” gives his readers a 
much better chance than usual to judge 
of his real strength in plot building 
and character drawing, as distinguished 
from his unquestioned ability to make 
all of his people talk entertainingly. 
The book is undeniably a little disap- 
pointing at first, because somewhat 
lacking in the amusing qualities which 
we have learned to expect from its 
author, but it grows upon one as the 
characters slowly develop and _ the 
theme is worked out through the me- 
dium of their lives, exhibiting the 
rather uncommon merit in a novel of 
being better in performance than in 
promise. The title sufficiently indi- 
cates the subject, which is the neces- 
sity of suffering in the adjustment of 
our natures to the earthly scheme of 
things. Mr. Benson takes the little 
world comprised in Philip Home and 
the four people dearest to him and 
tries to show how inevitably, yet how

R. MORLEY ROBERTS, who some 
time ago was so darkly, deeply 
tragical in ‘‘ Rachel Marr,” and a 

year ago waxed so cheerfully shocking in 
“Lady Penelope,” has written a new 
story called “‘The Idlers,” (L. C. Page 
& Co.) “The Idlers" is a very modern 
tale, dealing very modestly with British 
society—with true love, unsanctified pas- 
sion, stark madness, and many vanities 
and pretences of this wicked world as 
our cousins across the water have ar- 
ranged it. The hero is intellectually a 
fool; and he is exhibited in the light of 
two kinds of wisdom, the mellow wisdom 
of experience which belongs to honest 
gentlemen of a certain age and cynicism, 
and the better wisdom (or so Mr. Roberts 
hints) of the open-eyed, unspoiled young 
girl of the period. Mr. Roberts ts a great 
admirer of the girl of the perlod—in this 
manifestation; and, it must be confessed, 
he makeg her pen portrait very attractive.

“Young girls,”’ says Sir John Bexley, 
a very experienced and epigrammatic old 
gentiemun, father to the hero, Jack Bex- 
ley, “young girls are the ancientest 
things alive, and young boys of twenty, 
or thereabout, if they are healthy, are 
infants in arms.

Froude.” I dare say much was not lost, 
however, as I feel disinclined to accept 
Andrew Lang as authority, and fear that 
even after perusing his article I should be 
able to cheerfully maintain that Froude 
was not guilty of any intentional literary 
dishonesty, or of materially changing the 
spirit of any of his originals. His history 
was frankly controversial, and his op- 
ponents were only too fortunate in secur- 
ing against him the services—well paid, 
no doubt—of an exceptionally active and 
virulent traducer. The persistent attacks 
caught the popular ear; soon was raised 
the popular ery; it has lasted nearly half 
a century, and might be laid to rest. Other 
historians, who are held up as steady, in- 
fallible lights, had they written a similar 
history at a similar time, under the same 
cifficulties, might have had a similar fate. 

Froude dispelled the popular error (in 
which I shared) of sneering at the Church 
of England as the haphazard result of the 
great Henry’s vagrant affections. On that 
issue no American should quarrel with 
him. I would like to aid in dispelling the 
popular error of decrying Froude as a 
historian.

Sir Oliver Lodge. 


New York Times Saturday Review of Rooks: 

A few weeks ago there appeared in 
Tue New York Times SaturRDAY Review 
or Booxs a most enthusiastic estimate of 
Sir Oliver Lodge's recent book, “ Life and 
Matter." To many readers this book 
must prove disappointing. Lodge's ideal- 
ism, which naturally makes him oppose 
the theories of Haeckel as likely to do 
harm to any but advanced students, leads 
him into some rather vague and wild 
suggestions and assertions. Such theoriz- 
ing does as little good as the dogmatism 
of the materialists. While it is undenia- 
bly true that there is much in nature 
which we cannot understand, and while 
we must learn fo accept the possibility 
of unknown factors in our life and an 
unknown quantity in all scientific prob- 
lems, still we may easily cultivate too 
far this attitude of mind. 

Theory for theory, it would be easy to 
find absurdities in the arguments and ex- 
pressed opinions of both Lodge and 
Haeckel—the hypotheses of beth being 
often apparently founded upon mere in- 
ference and conjecture. While we agree 
with Lodge in taking exception to Haeck- 
el’s expressions as to will, love and hate 
of atoms, and souls of cells, we find sin- 
gularly fantastic his own surmise (found- 
ed, he says, on an idea of Newton's) that 
planets and suns may combine to form 
something corresponding to the brain 
cells of some transcendent mind. So, too, 
Lodge's conjectures as to vitality of mu- 
sic, words, inanimate objects that have 
been made or used by man; as to trans- 
cendence, intangible influences, and souls 
of things. Being a spiritualist, he lets 
his idealism carry him too far—resting se- 
cure in the idea that he may drift as far 
as he likes from materialism and no one 
can positively contradict him. He re- 
gards Huxley, in his sturdy honesty, 
as too iconoclastic, saying that there is 
danger in destroying error that fresh 
crops of thought springing up in the 
cleared ground may be sacrificed too. He 
evidently prides himself upon being wide- 
minde@ and hospitable to new ideas and 
conceptions of the scope of existence. He 
has no cut-and-dried scheme, but inclines 
to think he seca indications of vast pos- 
sibilities. 

While there are In the book sentences, 
paragraphs, even whole arguments which 
are worthy of respectful consideration, 
it is strange that a physicist, a man of 
accepted reputation as an_ electrician, 
should employ the arguments and deduc- 
tions which he uses with regard to mag- 
netiem. As magnetism and electricity 
are physical forces, his idea that magnet- 
ic “lines of force” may exist in space 
independent of the matter in which they 
are induced Is so fanciful that one pauses 
wondering if the writer's meaning has 
been grasped. Certainly the parallel with 
life, which he is trying to prove independ- 
ent of matter in which it is manifested, 
fails, if life, or “‘ vital energy,” is not a 
physical force, and this he would deny al- 
together. 

On many pages of his book Lodge's ec- 
centric expressions of opinion would seem 
to depend more upon superficial distinc- 
tions and infelicitous use of terms and 
phrases than on fundamental principles. 
One cannot surely credit him with such 
ideas in their entirety. The main object 
| of the book, of course, is to controvert 

the dogmatically expressed opinions of 

Prof. Haeckel with regard to the* purely 

physical nature of life as a result and 

manifestation of material forces, and as 
there are many people who are tired of 

Haeckel’s generalizations and assump- 

tions, Lodge’s retort will be welcomed by 

earnest students, though it is little likely 

to satisfy- them n B.S

America and the Negro. 


George S. Merriam’s “ history of Amer- 
ican slavery and enfranchisement,”’ “ The 
Negro and the Nation,” is appearing this 
week with the imprint of Henry Holt & 
Co. Beginning with the conditions that ne- 
cessitated the bringing of negro slaves to 
this country, the author goes on discussing 
the attitude of the “ fathers” of the Na- 
tion toward the biacks, the Abolition 
Movement and the work of Calhoun, Gar- 
rison, and others, the compromise of 1850, 
and the climax at the outbreak of the 
civil war. Following the conflict comes a 
consideration of the emancipation—its be- 
ginning and achievement; and then are a 
number of chapters on reconstruction. The 
book closes with a discussion of the 
negro’s place in the United States at the 
present time. . 

The book is partial neither to the blacks 
nor to the whites. Mr. Merriam’s object 
has been to bring the problem before the 
public in all its aspects. While making a 
plea for the “rights” of the negro—in- 
cluding his social rights—he does so in a 
manner that would not offend the sensi- 
bility of the whites of either the North 
or the South.. As to the future, the author 
writes in his final chapter: 

We, the people of the United States, 
are to face and deal with this matter. We 
are all in it together. * * * Southerner 
and Northerner, white man and black 
man, we must work out our common 
salvation. It is up to us—it is up to us 
all! The saving principle is as simple as 
the multiplication table or the Golden 
Rule.

POUGHKEEPSIE. 


THE EAGLE’S HISTORY OF POUGH- 
KEEPSIE FROM THE EARLIEST SET- 
TLEMENTS, 1683, TO 1905. By Edmund 
Platt. Illustrated. Cloth, square follo. 
Pp. 328. Poughkeepsie: Platt & Platt. $5. 

R. PLATT’S history of Poughkeep- 
sie is in many ways excellent. The 
author can hardly be held responsi- 

ble for all of its shortcomings; most of 
them, we think, are due to mechanical 
and financial requirements. The volume, 

a square folio, is inconvenient in form; 

and, as usual with our modern local his- 

tories, a swarm of people of little im- 

portance has gained a precarious fame by 

virtue of the depths of their pocketbooks. 

Of course, the people who pay “ten dol- 

lars per” are those who enable the local 

history to be published; but it is none the 
less regrettable that their counterfeit 
presentments and their laudatory self- 
written obituaries should have to mar the 
average history. The ojd-time histories, 
like Bolton's “History of Westchester 

County” and Judd’s “ History of Had- 

ley,” for instance, are not so disfigured. 

But, then, they did not “ pay "; and even 

a history must pay nowadays. 

It is made pretty clear in Mr. Platt's 
first chapter that the name “ Poughkeep- 
sie’ does not mean “safe harbor,” but 
“muddy pond.” The locatity was the 
subject of real estate transactions as far 
back as 1683, when Massany, a Highland 
Indian, gave the waterfall which used to 
be conspicuous at what is now Pough- 
keepsie. to two Dutchmen, one of whom 
settled in the nelghborhood very shortly 
afterward. Other persons settled near at 
hand. Dutchess County was created in 
1685, and organized in 1713 or there- 
about. There was a Duteh church at 
Poughkeepsie in 1716, and an English 
church followed, as the number of Eng- 
lish in the county increased, in 1749. This 
was Presbyterian; the Anglican Church 
was organized in 1766. Meantime, about 
1737, the Precinct of Poughkeepsie was 
created, the original ot the town; in 1736 
Poughkeepsie found itself spoken of as a 
village, “‘but it scarce deserves the 
name.” 

But the crude precinct organization 
seems not to have hurt the growth of the 
place, which became well-known while 
yet it had no legal existence. It may be 
wondered if the history of its first cent- 
ury is not absolutely unique. In 1775 
two of the thirteen -frigates authorized 
by the Continental Congress were built 
by Poughkeepsie men; they never got to 
sea, however, Mr. Platt notes mournfully, 
and were set on fire to avoid capture 
when the British captured Fort Mont- 
gomery and broke the chain at West 
Point. In December, 1777, Poughkeepsic 
became the State capital, and in 1787 
the State convention sat there which 
finally ratified the United States Con- 
stitution by a majority of three votes. 

In 1799 Poughkeepsie secured its incor- 
poration as a village. Since then it has 
run its course, much as any other river 
town in the East has; it has waxed and 
waned, chiefly waxed; it has become the 
seat of various industries and of institu- 
tions of learning. The most interesting 
fact connected with its history during 
the last century js the foundation of 
Vassa? College, the first woman's college 
in the world. 


Jaures’s Book on Socialism. 


“Studies in Socialism,"’ the volume of 
essays by Jean Jaurés, the well-known 
French writer and politician, which has 
been translated for American readers by 
Miss Mildred Minturn, is in active prepa- 
ration by G. P. Putnam's Sons for issue 
before the end of Spring. As Miss Minturn 
points out: 

These studies * * * represent the man 
and the movement in the vivid and inti- 
mate setting of the daily newspaper, and 
their very incompleteness and. informal- 

ve them a certain value as first- 
historical documents. They do not 
hg to explain modern French jalism 
to outsiders; they are a little piece of 

modern French Socialism, and as such . 
hope that Americans, whether or not the 
have Socialistic sympathies, will find then 
not without interest. 

Two of the collected articles in the origi- 
nal edition of the book have been omitted, 
while three new ones have been inserted, 
one of which is reprinted for the first 
time. The changes have been authorized 
by the author. Speaking of M. Jaurés 
himself in her introduction the translator

BALZAC. 


Aseacee ror we BALeAC.. By We Hee, 
con Pott a & Go. $1. 

T is a debatable question whether the 
lover and student of French literature 
will derive more enjoyment from the 

novels of Balzac by reading where chance 
or the advice of friends may take him, or 
by first preparing himself for a regular 
course of the “Comédie Humaine” by 
studying the author’s scheme and read- 
ing the volumes in their integral sequence 
of this scheme. There is no doubt which 
method makes the most persistent, intel- 
lectual appeal. Many books have been 
written both in French and in English to 
render Balzac’s “system” comprehensl- 
ble. But suppose that the reader has 
neither time nor inclination to peruse the 
Father of French Realism according to 
schedule—in such a case brief treatises 
like the recent one by W. H. Helm should 
prove most attractive if not absolutely 
necessary introductions. An idea of the 
entire “ Comédie"’ may thus be gained 
sufficient to make any novel in it Iintel- 
ligible. 

Mr. Helm’s “ Aspects of Balzac” is a 
collection of seven essays, the first of 
which deals with Balzac’s literary meth- 
ods. These methods—love of topography, 
costuming, utter disregard of dramatic in- 
sight in the introduction of characters, 
lack of style in description, adherence to 
the anatomy, manners, and morals, and 
exposition of the creed of fatalism—are 
described and analyzed, with the aid of 
other critics, so that the reader has a 
fair idea of how Balzac set about to paint 
“the human beast" without love and 
sympathy, but with a curious glee in 
diagnosing vices -which obstruct Intel- 
lectual and aesthetic progress. With a 
task greater than Herbert Spencer’s, Bal- 
zac achieved more in volume and variety 
than any other student of social anatomy. 

“The Women of the Human Comedy,” 
which is Mr. Helm’s second essay, Is a re- 
buke to that species of criticism {illus- 
trated by the statements that there are no 
snakes in Ireland, no owls in Iceland, no 
cats in the Bible, no gentlemen in Dick- 
ens, no intelligent women in Thackeray, 
and no good women in Balzac. That there 
are good women, even Puritanical women, 
in the “ Comédie,” Mr. Helm shows with- 
out much trouble. Of the three genuine or 
mythical seats of cogitation or impulse— 
the mind, the soul, the heart—which are 
supposed by novelists to direct woman’s 
actions, Balzac deals almost entirely with 
the heart. His women are moved more by 
instincts than by logic or spiritual inspira- 
tion. In proof of this theory the essayist 
cites in an entertaining manner from de- 
scriptions and dialogues of the dramatis 


‘personae without, however, losing sight of 


the fact of the author’s yearning for lux- 
urious and even intellectual companion- 
ship in woman. 

The same method of citation and ex- 
planation is pursued in “ Men of the Hu- 
man Comedy.” Like the names of his 
characters, Balzac took his men as he 
found them. He employs little time in an 
attempt to analyze their hearts, and con- 
fines himself for the most part to their 
mentality. Women readers can learn little 
of the Opposite sex from Balzac, and this 
little is derived from appearances and the 
results of human conduct—studiousness, 
labor, laziness, &c.—without any retro- 
spective analysis, 

The limitations of Balzac, as far as the 
expressions of reality drawn from experi- 
ence are concerned, are set forth in “ Bal- 
zac’s ‘Comédie Anglaise’” and “ Balzac 
and Dickens.” However we may follow 
Balzac into the lowest depths of social 
degradation or into the mansions of 
wealth and luxury, we feel that it is the 
illusion which fascinates us, the intense 
power of visualization, the gift of imagin- 
ing the interior by the exterior; not the 
faithful reproduction of reality. The act- 
ual naturalism and realism of the author 
are confined to his middle class or bour- 
geoisie pictures. 

The “Literary References in Balzac” 
are confined almost entirely to English 
writers—Richardson, Bcott, Fenimore 
Cooper, Sterne, and Byron. Beyond this, 
his references are either pedantic or al- 
most entirely at second hand and tem- 
pered with that Gallic point of view which 
is so annoying to Anglo-Saxons. In fact, 
he regards “Clarissa Harlowe” as a 
human document rather than a work of 
the imagination. 

The “ Humor of Balzac”’ Mr. Helm dis- 
covers and sets forth in a thoroughly 
English fashion—witticisms, play upon 
words, figures of speech, &c.—and pene- 
trates with some success the author's 
genuine examples of Gallic humor, which 
is so akin to English wit. But he just 
misses, we think, the French point of 
view in a broader sense when he says 
that Balzac was, for the most part, “ not 
notably spirituel in his jesting, that his 
finest wit was that of characterization 
and suggestion rather than of phraseolo- 
gy, and that humor of a high quality is 
inherent in his pictures of social and in- 
dividual types and experiences, humor 
which, if sometimes forced in order to 
produce the effect desired, and often bit- 
ter in its taste, is the elixir of life in the 
gigantic body of that mass of tragedies, 


the ‘Comédie Humaine,’ ” and almost per- 
suades us thereby that Balzac sadly 
needed a Cruikshank and “ Phiz” to give 
him satisfactory pictorial expression.

The first-named book is an essay in 
which an attempt is made “toward the 
freeing of our consciousness from the 
limitation in which it habitually dwells, 
and which exists only by means of cer- 
tain ilusions that are common to all 
reen.”’
